Department, and at the same lfl§» told 
him ho had reason tc U-fi. ve fhsl the 
robbery wa* cumtniffeij by his assistaot' 
Uobt. SheviU. It waa deterunu'jd by 
thein to put up decoy psckagea for tbe 
purpose of detecting him. Cuder in- 
struction* from this special agent, post- 
master liall put up two regratered letters, 
marked and way billed as though they 
had been sent Irotu somo pUco below. 
These were put up aud seuied in the 
presence of Mr. Matthews, aod delivered 
io him oue day aud the next day wero 
brought back by him, a*>pareutly in good 
condition, but on being opeued were 
fouud to hare beeu rubbed of their 
couteut*. Seven other tackage* received 
io Cairo duriug the we.k were likewise- 
found to have been optnei *ud robbed. 

In relerence to the decoy packages 
Mr. Matthews testified that he had de- 
livered the packages to hi* assistant, Mr. 
Shevils, who had charge ot tbem duriug 
the night while the boat went up to Cairo 
uud returned, al«o down to llickmao 
next morning aud back to this place; 
that he (Matthews) having remaioed off 
the huai up tu thi* time, then weut ou 
'he boat aud took charge of the letters. 
The I act that the letiera were put up aith 
mouey iu them wa* proven by several 
witucodes; also the fact that the money 
had beeu takeu out before they were re- 
turned by Mr. Matthew-, but aside from 
the cvideuce ot Mi. Mattbewa himaeif 
there wa* nothing to show that they had 
ever gouaout of hi* possession. Witness- 
es were produced to prove the reliability of 
Mr. Matthew* testimony, and it waa 
most effectually impeached, aud thrown 
out by tbe Couimi-sr>ner. 

Thus while tbe evidence fully estab- 
lished the tact that either Shevils or 
Matthew* has c mmittt-d the robbery, 
there wa* no evidence to fix the guilt oo 
either oue of the two, and accordingly 
Mr. Shevils was dismissed from custody.
